GENERAL 4 


Seasonal Conditions: Good rains have fallen over nearly all of N.S.W. vry 
conditions exist only in parts of the Western Division. The outlook for 
agricultural and pastoral production is much improved. In dairying districts 
conditions are very favourable but an immediate rise in milk output is not expected, 


Meat: From June 14, 1943 the Commonvealth Government will acquire all pig carcages 
100-180 lb. chilled weight on hooks and all choppers from registered slaughtering 
establishments. Purchase will be made until June 1945. A particular feature is 
the extension of the weight limit to 180 lb. to encourage the production of baconer 
weights. Prices to be paid by the Government are:- Baconers, 1st quality 8d. per 
ibe, 2nd quality 73d. per lb. and 3rd quality 64d. per 1b., excessively over fat 
6d. per lb, Choppers, 5d. per lb. for all weights. All thesc prices are on the 
basis in store at normal points of oxport. 


The arrangement in force in the County of Cumberland for diverting beef supplies 
to canneries has been extended to the Newcastle district. 
WHEAT. 

A second advance is being paid to producers of whoat -in 1941/42 (Noe 5) Pool. The 
advance of 3d, per bus. plus the carlier advance makes 3/3 per bus. bagged and 
3/1 bulk. On the crop of 153m. bus. the advances so far total £23.8m. 

Unsold stocks in Australia, in all wheat pools on May 1st were estimated oy 

the chairman of the Australian Wheat Board at 207m. bus. including 75m. bus. in 
Nos 5 Pool and 132m buss in the 1942/43 Pool. There is still a large quantity of 
wheat at country stations, viz, 12:m. buse Losses due to weevils since the 


inception of the Board have amounted to only a fraction of a penny on the total 
quantity handled, namely 555im. bus. 


The price of sacks has risen sharply in Calcutta but the scason's needs 
were obtained by the Aust. Wheat Board before the rise took placc.

In order to reduce the home demand for butter and make available a greater quantity 
for export, civilians have been rationed, The allowance of $1b. per head per week 
for domestic consumption compares with an average annual consumption in Australia 
of avout 33 or 341b. per heady 


Until June 30th, 1943 catering establishments and sandwich shops can obtain 
6576 of the quantity of butter obtained from their usual supplicrs in the 
corresponding period of Hay. Hospitals, industrial users ctc, may obtnin 80%, 
Aftcr June 30th, the above tlasscs of users will purchase butter under a permit 
systcm.s 


As the local price of butter is above the cxsort price, the diversion of puttcr 
to cxport markets through restriction of home consumption will have the effect of 


reducing the average realisation per pound of butter. This fact has been taken 
into account by the Government in dctcrmining thc amount of subsidy to bc provided.
